Applicant's arguments, see The objection to the drawings with respect to the 
office action dated 4/10/09 was in error, there doesn't appear to be any recitation for a 
Figure(s) 1(a), 1(b), 2(a), 2(b), and 2(c) as previously stated. The previous objection to 
the drawings have been withdrawn. 

Furthermore, with regards to the applicants arguments as they pertain to the prior 
art reference of Holden et al (5,675,863) is persuasive, the upper and lower track 
surfaces of Holden are formed by L bracket and lower track member as separate 
components fixed to the frame and are not integrally formed by uniform metal thickness 
stock. Examiner hereby acknowledges the applicants corrections to the specification.
